At a General Meeting of the Land- 


olders, Juftices of Peace, and Commiffioners of Sup- 
ply of the county of Elgin, held at Elgin upon the 3r1ft of 
Oétober 1786, 
The Right Honourable EARL OF FIFE Prefes.- 

His Lordhhip reprefented, that the chief caufe of calling 
the Meeting was to faubmit to their confideration the amend- 
ments pragofed to be made upor the prefent cormdiaws; a 
fubjeét of much importance to this country. As an indivi- 
dual, his Lordfhip confidered itto be both his honour and in- 
tereft not only to give every encouragement to the farmer, 
but alfo to do every thing in his power in order to fecure a 
proper fupply of the neceffaries of life to the manufacturer 
and labourer, at a reafonable rate; and, with this view, to 
prevent as far as poffible their being diftreffed by the fai- 
lure of crops, which for fome feafons paft has been fo fevere- 
ly felt in this corner of the country. But thefe great ob- 
jeéts, his Lordthip was of opinion, could only meet with pro- 
per attention from thofe whom local fituation and a thorough 
knowledge of the country naturally point out as the only 
competent judges of its exigencies. In times of plenty, it 
muft be their with to fend the farmer to the beft market; 
aud, in times of fcarcity, they will be at hand to preferve 
what is at home, and to affift in the importation of what 
may be required from other quarters. 

His Lordthip was therefore clearly of opinion, that, how- 
ever competent an Edinburgh jury might be to judge of thefe 
matters, fo far as the country adjacent thereto might be af- 
fe&ted, yet it appeared to him impoffible how they could 
with equal precifion, judge of the fituation and neceffities of 
diftant parts of the kingdom. For his own part, his Lord- 
fhip declared, that, as an independent individual in this cor- 
ner, he fhould regret to fee the exportation and importation 
of corn, or any other branch of commerce, fubjeét to the 
controul of a jury, (totally unconneéted with the real inte- 
reft of the country), who, however honourably they might 
intend, neither can, or indeed are entitled to judge what is 
proper refpetting it. Every landed proprietor, of- common 
fenfe, will confider his own intereft, and that of the farmer 
and manufaéturer as infeparable. There is therefore little 
danger that, under the eye of the landholders, the induftrious 
part of the latter will be oppreffed, as the encouragement and 
profperity of trade and manufactures will be confidered as 
too nearly conneéted with their own interefts to meet with 
any improper checks, or be faddled with unneceflary ex- 

ence. 

r The Meeting, therefore, after confidering the propofed 
altcration of the corn-laws, and after reading Mr Macdow- 
al’s letter upon that fubjeét, and perufing the average ac- 
compts of the price of grain, were of opinion, ft, ‘That 
any alteration of the corn-laws fhould be treated with much 
deliberation, particularly the power of opening and thutting 
ports. adly, That a jury of fifteen men, fixed at Edinburgh, 
would be partial and improper, contrary to the laudable in- 
tentions of the Legiflature, and inimical to the intereft and 
profperity of the kingdom at large. 3dly, ‘That the ports 
ought to be fhut and opened under proper authoriry, pro- 
ceeding on a verdiét of fifteen men, compofed of landed per- 
fons in the different counties, of a certain extent of property, 
and refpectable citizens, who are not dealers in grain; and 
that fuch jury ought to be men well acquainted with the 
internal ftate of the diftrict within which the import or ex- 
port is to operate. é ; 

The Meeting thereafter took into confideration a bill pro- 
pofed to be brought into Parliament, for eftablifhing a me- 
thod to affefs the heritors in Scotland for defraying the ex- 
pence of profecuting criminals. ‘They recommended to their 
reprefentative in parliament to oppofe faid bill, unlefs fecu- 
rity be given, that no additional burden fhould, on that ac- 
count, be laid upon the landed property. And the Meeting 
were fufther of opinion, that the afleflment arifing from this 
or any bill of the like nature, fhould be folely under the ma- 
nagement of the landed intereft within the county, and not 
under the controul of any of the Crown officers. 

With regard to the propofed bill for regulating the duty 
on coal, the Meeting were cf opinion, that an exemption 
from that oppreffive tax, which partially affeéts the, northern 
counties, would be of much utility, even were the average 
duties for a time to be paid. And the Meeting were the 
more corroborated in this opinion, when they confidered 
that fach exemption would tend much to promote the fifhe- 
ries now in agitation ; a circomftance of national importance, 
and therefore well entitled to every reafonable indulgence.

A’ a Meeting of the Mafter Manufacturers of Glafgow, 
held this day in Merchants Hall, to confider the al- 
terations propofed to be made in our Corn Laws by the gen- 
tlemen of Mid-Lothian, Andrew Stirling, Efq; of Drumpel- 
lier, being called to the Chair. Unanimous and hearty vetes 
of thanks were pafled to the Chairman and Direétors of the 
Chamber of Commerce, for the early and fpirited lead they 
have taken in this bpfinefs; and to his Grace the Duke of 
Hamilton, and the gentlemen of this county, for the fiberal 
fentiments expreffed by them in their declaration againft a 
meafure deftructive of the true intereft of the county, And, 
' that . H be acquainted with — the opinion 
oF the of Glafpew, upon this important fub- 
jee, the Meeting unanimoufly voted the following Refolu- 
tions, which they ordered to be figned by their Chairman 
and publithed in all the Edinburgh and Glafgow newfpapers. ; 
b thede te ey ED : 
rft, e th amd rifing importance of Scotlan: 
neceffarily refts upon the profperity of her manufactures — 
that her exiftence as a manufacturing country muit depend 
upon the manufacturers being enabled, by cheapnefs of fas 
bour, to fend their goods to foreign markets, 
2dly, ‘That in all our ftaple manufaétures, the great part of 
the value‘of every article, when finished, belongs to labour 
fo that a fimall advance upon each progreflive ftep of that . 
bour, will raife the aggregate fo high as to exclude our ma- 
nufaétures from fereign markets. 
b 3dly, That the wages of a manufaéturer or labouring man 
mutt be fillficient not only for his own maintenance, but in a 
great meafure for that of his family; and as his principal ex- 
pendition for food is in oat-meal, the price of his labour will 
be regulated by the coft of that important neceflary, 

athly, That in our ftaple manufa¢tures, wages are at pre- 
fent from: fix-to feven fhillings a week, or nearly the value 
of feven pécks of meal, when the meal is at eleven pence to 
twelve pence a peck; and that inftances of higher wages are 
only to be found in manufaétures fabje& to the quick tranfi- 
tions of fafhions where a workman mutt be paid for his in- 
genuity and invention, and the uncertainty of his employ- 
ment. - 
sthly, That if by the propofed alteration of the corn law 
the medium price of meal in the weftern countries, fhould hee 
come fourteen pence a peck, the price of labour mutt be rai- 
fed above fifteen. per cent. to enable the workman to live on- 
ly as well as he does at prefent. 

6thly, That notwithftanding the improvements in agri- 
culture over the whole country, fo rapid likewife has been 
the progrefs of pepulation, that, during the laft twelve years, 
the importation of grain has exceeded that of any former pe- 




















gthly, That as the produce of Scotland is unequal to the 
fupply of its wants, and from the quick advances in popula- 
tion, the deficiency every year likely to become greater— 
whatever price may be fixed as the rate of importation for 
grain, the prices of no part of the home-raifed ftock will e- 
ver be much under that rate. 

Sthly, That if the ports in the weftern counties are to be 
kept fhut till the medium of the Lothians admits of an im- 
portation, the advance upon meal brought here, including car- 
riage, damage, and the dealer’s .profit, cannot be lefs than 
two pence a peck’; and to Argylethire, and the other diftant 
counties, proportionally higher, fubjeéting the labourer and 
manufaéturer to much mifery, from fcanty and irregular fup- 
plies of that neceffary of life 

gthly, ‘That it was exprefsly ftipulated at the Union be- 
tween England and Scotland, that all laws and regulations 
regarding importation and exportation, thould equally affect, 
and be the fame in both kingdoms. We mutt therefore con- 
fider any law regulating the importation of grain into Scot. 
land, different from the mode laid down in England, as an 
infringement of the great national compat, and calculated to 
create an odious diftinétion between the two countries. 

Laftly, That the perfons who publifh the refolutions are 
engaged in manufactures which give employment and fupport 
to. above a hundred thoufand people, and have a capital in- 
terefted:inthem ‘of'nearly a million fterling ; that they will 
oppof with all their influence every meafare which may have 
for its objet the raifing of the price of grain and meal, and of 
confequence the rates of labour. And they take this oppor- 
tunity of declaring to the world their fentiments, that to give 
perfect ftability to thete manufaétures, and to fecure to this 
country the beneficial effeéts of their influence, it is abfolute- 
ly requifite to have at ali times a free importation and expor- 
tation of grain, 

And they appoint the above refolutions to be publithed in 
the Edinburgh and Glafgow newipapers, and in the London 
Chronicle.

T is an old faying, “ That a prophet hath no 
honour in his own country ;” and I am of opi- 
nion, that the fame adage may be applied, in many 
inftances, with equal pro riety, to authors. 

Amongft the Britith Poets, Gay and Thomfon, 
(whofe writings do honour to themfelves, to their 
country, and to human nature), are ftriking ex- 
amples of the neglect which is but too frequently 
the attendant on modeft merit. This part of the 
kingdom has not produced many poets; and there- 
fore when a rarity of the kind » it 
the bufinefs of thofe whofe fortune and fituation en- 
able them to ‘promote the cultivation of genius, to 
lend ‘him afliftance to fach a laudable purfuit. 

Within thefe few weeks I have been highly gra- 
tified by perufing a collection of poems in the Scot- 
tifh diale&, the produétion of a common farmer in 
Ayrthire, of the name of Burns. " His language is 
nervous, and his fentiments would do houour to a 
much more enlightened fcholar. In fhort, he ap- 
pears to be not only a keen fatirift, but a man of 
great feeling and fenfibility. 

The county of Ayr is perhaps fuperior to any in 
Scotland, in the number of its Peers, Nabobs, and 
wealthy Commoners ; and yet not one of them has, 
upon this occafion, {tepped forth as a patron to this 
man, nor has any attempt been made to intereft the 
public in his favour. His poems are read ; his ge- 
nius is applauded, and he eek o his fate. iis 
a reflection on the county, and a difgrace to hu- 
manity. 

To this felf-taught poet I am an entire fteanger 5 
but his produétions have afforded me fo much plea- 
fure, that if this hint fhoald raife an emulation in 
that county, to refcue from penury a genius, which, 
if unprotected, will probably fink into obfcurity, I 
will moft chearfully contribute towards it, and I 
know many others who will follow the example.— 
Should my efforts to ferve this man with the lairy 
be ineffectual, I propofe, as a dernier refort, to ad« 
drefs the clergy of that county, many of whom he .

Aleppo, Aug, 18. Our fituation is at prefent moft 
deplorable, no rain having fallen ; we are in dread of 
a complete famine, and the price of provifions is now 
three times as high as it was. The river of Aleppo 
is quite dry, and they have gone over it on foot for 
a month paft, which has not happened for thefe 20 
years: The plague has raged at Damafcus,*and all 
along the coait of Syria, but no very great number 
of people have died of it, and at prefent it has en- 
tirely ceafed,

Madrid, Sept. 24. A regifter thip arrived at Ca- 
diz towards the end of Jaft month from Vera Cruz, 
carrying 114 guns; fhe had on board in fpecie and 
merchandize tothe value of feven millions of pia- 
fters. This is a prefent from the city and kingdom 
of Mexico to the Sovereign.

drawn out of the different provinces, to be employ- 
ed ‘on the re-eftablifhment of internal tranquillity 
and confidence among the confederates. 

gdly, That finally, to prevent any foreign inter- 
pofition, a third commiffion be appointed to defcribe 
the executive power, and the prerogatives of the 
Stadtholder as Captain and Admiral General ; that 
a new plan may be fettled, which may fix upon.a 
folid bafis every thing relative to the funétions, obli- 
gations, and prerogatives of that high employment 
in a manner conformable to the dignity of the So- 
vereign, the maintenance of liberty, and general 
good of the Republic.

We have obtained a ftatement of the will, which 
was prefented on Thurfday laft to the King, by 
Lord Duncannon, fon to Lord Befborough, who is 
left one of her executors :

Lord Pelham, ¢ xecutors, 2000 1. each. 
And the refidue of her property, reckoned at 
60,000 |. with the argon of Gunnerfbury-houfe, 
her houfe ia town, plate, &c. to the Prince of Heffe 
Caffel. It is equally erroneous that the late King 
left her 100,000 |. as it appears not to have exceed- 
ed 40,000 I. 

On Friday night the remains of her Royal High- 
nefs the Princefs Amelia will be removed from her 
Jate houfe in Cavendifh-fquare to the Prince’s 
Chamber, adjoining the Houfe of Peers, lie in {tate 
on Saturday, and the fame night will be interred in 
the Royal vault in Well minfter-Abbey. 

It has been afferted, in fome of the public prints, 
that five hundred thoufand pounds was left to the 
late Princefs Amelia by the Jate Duke of Cumber- 
land. This is fo far from being true, that it is cer- 
tain the Duke, during his life-time, was perpetual- 
ly draining her purfe to fupply his loffes at New- 
market. During the latter part of his life he was 

rather fortunate apon the turf; notwithftanding 
which, when he died, his effects were found inade- 
quate to the demand ; on which the Princefs. Amelia 
declared, that there was depofited in the funds ten 


‘tained. 
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thoufand pounds, five thoufand of which had been 
advanced. by the Duke, and five thoufand by her. 
felf, and a bond entered into for the furvivor to 
poftefs the whole. This the gave up, and whe ad- 
ded to his other property, it was found there was 
more than fufficient to anfwer every demand. Lord 
Albemarle’s fteward called the creditors together at 
Windfor, when every debt was paid. The intereit 
was offered, but refufed. ¥ 

Their Majefties, fince the death of the Princefs 
Amelia, continue at Kew, with the young Pria- 
cefles, without being vifited, or even taking their 
ufual recreation in the gardens. The-like refpect to 
the memory of the Princefs Amelia has been paid 
by the Duke and Duchefs of Cumberland, and by 
the Prince of Wales, at Windfor-lodge. j 

Befides the legacies already mentioned, the Prin- 
cefs Amelia has left orders for a year’s: wages and 
mourning to all the domeftics of every rank in her 
fervice at the time of her deceafe, and alfo a few 
{mall legacies to perfons who had heretofore lived 
with her and married away. Upwards of forty 
mourning rings, of five guineas value, are left to 
different friends. d 

The late Princefs Amelia’s will ‘appears to have 
been made in the year 1776, the time when the 
Prince of Heffe was on a vifit to this country, and 
the only time of his being in England. ' 

Whatever the public prints may fay refpecting the 
immenfe fums of money her Royal Highnefs the 
Princefs Amelia is faid to have poffeffed in the pu- 
blic funds, certain it is, that fhe did not leave be- 
hind her, at the time of her deceafe, one hundred 
thuufand pounds in fpecie. 

Four hundred thoufand pounds will be drawn 
from this country, and remitted to Heffe Caffel, by 
the will of the late Pringefs Amelia. 

By the death of the late Duke of Cumberland, 
his Majefty gained 25,000 |. per annum. 

By the death of the Princefs Dowager of Wales, - 
his Majefty gained 60,000 |. per annum. 

By the death of the Duke of York; his Majefty 
gained 12,000 1. per annum. 

Thefe fums being all paid out of the Civil Lift.

Nothing can be more cruel and unmanly than 
throwing out cenfures and inveétives, as a daily print 
has done, againft the character of the deceafed Prin- 
cefs Amelia. This Lady was revered by all who 
knew her when living, and they will, no doubt, pay 
the tribute of tears of affli¢tion to her memory. 

Among the firft of the Princefs Amelia’s virtyes, 
ftood Charity. Her benevolence, indeed, was ex- 
ceflive ;- and the made it the great object of her at- 
tention to difcover poverty and meri, and reward 
them. 

It is remarkable, that of the few who feem to ia- 
ment the death,of the Princefs from their very 
hearts, the Aldermen and Common Councilmen aye 
the foremoft. They would willingly pray for her 
happinefs, but they declare it is hard to be obliged 
to faf?. 

It is a fact, that ftocks have fallen 3 per cent. 
lately, owing, it is faid, to the reprefentations which 
the French and Dutch have lately made to our court 
againft the projected fettlement at Botany Bay. 

A fpecies of banker’s notes have lately been iffu- 
ed by an eminent houfe in the city, and are likely to 
come fhortly into general circulation. They are for, 
five guineas each, and are printed on cards, and are 
therefore more durable and convenient than thofe if- 
{ued in the common mode. 

The bankers of Paris are apprehenfive that a ftamp 
duty, fomewhat fimilar to that in this country, is a- 
bout to be introduced there. It is alfo faid to be 
determined in the French cabinet to affix a {tamp, io 
the manner of that on our newfpapers, to all mufical 
compofitions expofed to fale. As they borrow the 
idea from us in the former inftance, it is not impro- 
bable that our financiers may condefcend to adopt 
theirs in the latter. Should this happen, it mult be 
allowed, notwithftanding the prefent mufic-mania, 
that fuch a tax could not be clafled with thofe which 
are impofed upon the neceffaries of life. 

The following account, fent us by a gentleman 
lately arrived from the Ea(t Indies, contains a fuller 
relation of the lofs of the Cato, than thofe which 
have already appeared in the Calcutta and Madrafs 
papers :—** In the beginning of the prefent year, 
fome rumours that had been for fome time in circu- 
lation concerning the Cato, were confirmed by the 
arrival of a French packet boat at Ceylon ; the crew 
of which related, that a Maldive boat put off to 
them to barter Cocoa nuts for brandy ; and that one 
of the officers perceiving a piftol in the hand of the 
chief of the Maldive veifel, defired to examine it. 
Perceiving it to be uncommonly well mounted, he 
enquired how they came by it ; when they informed 
him, by means of a Moorifh interpreter, who {poke 
tolerable French, that an Englifh man of war had 
fome time before been ca{t away on one of the iflands. 
named Santa Maria, and that the failors wanted to 
take their wives and their daughters from them ; 
whereupon their king refolved that they fhould die, 
and accordingly he artfully prevailed on them to re- 
move to another ifland, pretending that-he was un- 
eafy at having fo many ftrangers near him: *’This 
propofal met the approbation of the Cato’s officers 
and crew, and particularly as they depended’ upon 
being furnifhed with a Maldive veffel, of burden {uf- 
ficient to carry them to one of the. neareft Englith 
fettlements. Upon the crew’s being arrived on this 
ifland, a number of natives from the different iflands 
who had been treacheroufly concealed in large 
cave, rufhed upon the unhappy Englith; armed with 
European and other weapons ; and haying overpow- 





ered them, threw them from a rocky pre¢lpice into 
a deep cavern ; and thofe who were not killed by 
the fall, were crufhed by heavy {tones thrown on 
them.—The account further ftated, that mott of the 
Gato’s company were drowned when the fhip was 
wrecked; ag the number who efcaped did not a- 
mount to more than one hundred and forty, —It is 
fappofed that this unhappy event took place in Fe- 


beuary 1783. 


The province of Nova Scotia will always appear 
an interefting object, as being the la(t refuge of the 
loyalifts ; but, in a national point of view, it is of 
{till greater confequence to England, as it poffeiles 
an entire command of the fifheries upon its own 


| coafts, as well as thofe upon the Banks of New- 


foundland, which may be confidered as an inexhautt- 
ible mine of wealth to the empire. 

By letters from Port Rofeway, dated Sept. 30, 
we hear that fome of the loyalifts from Carolina have 
lately cultivated great quantities of that valuable 
drug called Sarfaparilla, which has been found equal 
to that produced in the Spanifh Welt Indies, and 
which has already become an article of commerce 
exceedingly profitable. 

By Jetters from Lifbon, dated Ot. 20. we hear, 
that the peace between the King of Spain and the 
Dey of Algiers has been proclaimed at the la(t men- 
ioned city ; and that two Moorifh captains, who 
frad plundered fome Spanifh chebecks, were con- 
denmed to have their heads flruck off, but were re- 
fpited through the interceflion of the Spanifh Con- 
fal, and fentenced to work in the gallies. 

Advices from Calais fay, that they have already 
received accounts of fourteen veffels having been loft 
off that port, in the late ftormy weather, in which 
150 perfons were drowned. 

A French dentift has publifhed a precaution, 
which we think may be of great fervice among us. 
It is, that the ufe of acids, for the purpofe of white- 
ning the teeth, is extremely pernicious ; and though 
they may be dulcified by fpirit of wine, this opera- 
tion does not abate their diffolving power, which he 
proves by the following experiment: Put a tooth 
in a fufficient quantity of {pirit of falt, and it will 
diffolve in 24 hours ; and what is more remarkable, 
the crown of the tooth, which is the moft folid part 
of it, perishes fooner than the reft, and is reduced to 
a kind of jelly. 

On Saturday morning laft, a duel was fought be- 
tween Captain A———— of the Guards, and Mr 
B——, a young gentleman lately arrived from 
the Welt Indies, in which the latter unfortunately 
received a ball in his fide, which the furgeons de- 
{pair of being able to extragt. Their difpute ori- 
ginated in a trifling conteft in the Theatre at Bright- 
helmftone, in confequence of which conceilions were 
required, which it was. thought could not with pro- 
priety be made. 

The United States of America have lately ftruck 
a halfpenny; on one fide of which, encircled with- 
in a wreath of laurel, exceedingly well executed, 
are the letters U 5S in a cypher, furrounded with an 
infcription, Lisertas er yustitia, dated 1785. 
On the reverfe, in the center, is a conftellation, 
from which iffue thirteen illuminated rays, and be- 
tween each ray is a fmall ftar, exprellive of the 
Thirteen United States ; around thefe rays and the 
ftars, is the following infcription; Nova Con- 
srettatio. The new American halfpenny is in 
weight as three to two of the Englifh coin. 

The feven United Provinces are perhaps the belt 
peopled of any fpot of the fame extent in the world. 
The whole fuperficies of them forms an area of no 


. more than feven thoufand five hundred and forty-fix 


fquare miles; yet within that extent are contained 
one hundred and thirteen cities and towns, and a- 
bout fourteen hundred villages, exclufive of twenty- 
five towns in what is called the generality, or con- 
quered diftrists in other parts of the Netherlands. 
The fubjects of the republic in Europe are eltimated 
at very near four millions ; fo that for every {quare 


. mile there are above five hundred and thirty-two in- 


habitants ; a population not-to be equalled in any 
other country. [tis not furprifing, that the pec- 
cant humours of fo vaft a body, fo very circum{cri- 
bed in point of extent, fhould occationally break 
out. The wealth amaffed by the indaftry of this 
people is almolt incredible: as, exclufive of the cir- 
culating and floating property employed in carrying 
on trade, and that property muft beimmenfe, when 
it is known, that their trade has no other bounda- 
ries than thofe of the univerfe, it has been compu- 
ted that the cath, bullion, and pawned jewels in the 
bank of Amfterdam amount in value to thirty-fix 
millions Sterling, for which no intere(t whatever is 
paid by the bank : On the contrary, the money ly- 
ing there is worth fomething more than current cath 
is in common payments.

Saturday, at nine in the morning, came on before 
Lord Mansfield and Lord Loughborough, in Ser- 
jeant’s-Inn Hall, the fecond argument in the writ 
of error, brought by Governor Johnftone again 
Captain Sutton. 

Governor Johnftone, having the command of a 


fleet during the late war, he made a fignal for en- - 


gaging the enemy, while his fleet was in Port Praya, 
in the Eaft Indies ; but the Plaintiff’s fhip having 
her bob-{tays fhot away, and being otherways crippled 
fhe could not conform to the Commander’s fignal, in 
confequence of which Captain Sutton was put under 
arreft, and brought a prifoner to England, where, 
foon after his arrival, he fued his Commander in 
Chief, for the recovery of damages. The caufe 
was heard at Weiftminfter, and two thoufand pounds 
damages awarded to the Plaintiff. It was then re- 
moved into the Exchequer, and the Court being 


held at Guildhall in the City, an additional thoufand 


pounds damage was given to Plaintiff; but the Des 
fendant moved an arteft of judgment ; and this que- 
{tion was argued Saturday at Serjeants- [nn Hall.— 
Mr Scott and Mr Dallas were retained in behalf of 
Governor Johnftone ; and Mr Erfkine was the ad- 
vocate for Captain Sutton. Mr Scott and Mr Dal- 
las were concife ; but Mr Erfkine {poke for more 
than two hours with an aftonifhing flow of eloquence: 
he cited the cafes of Fabrigas and Moftyn, and Wall 
and Macuamara, contending that they had analogy 





to the prefent matter in controverfy ; and he tead 
the fumming up of Earl Mansficld in feveral trials 
in military and naval cafes ; inferring from the whole 
that it was incumbent on the learned Judges to affirns 
the verdi& awarded by the Court of Exche juer. 
Captain Sutton (faid Mr Erfkine) had ‘been kepe 
prifoner for three years, without any meafures being 
purfued for bringing him to a trial before a Cotre 
Martial; whereas, if he had been actually proved 
guilty of all the charges alledged againft him, the mi- 
litary law could not have inflicted upon him a feve. 
rer punifhment than an imprifonment of f2va years, 

After quoting a variety of law precedents, and in. 
fifting that his learned opponents, having neither 
precedent, law, reafon, nor humanity on their fides, 
they had been compelled to analogous matter, which 
had alfo proved unfavourable to their caufe, he cal. 
led upon the learned Lord to affirm the folemn judg. 
ment of the Court of Exchequer, concluding with 
emphatically faying, * that if the privileges of mili. 
tary and naval men were not protected, this king. 
dom would lofe that fhare of importance it had till 
now maintained in the fyftem of Europe; for whae 
is it” faid the learned pleader, “ that makes thig 
little {pot called Britain, with, comparatively, but a 
handful of men, fuperior to her united enemies, bug 
a confcioufnefs of freedom, and the fecurity of living 
under the prote@tion of impartial laws.” 

Mr Erfkine having concluded, the learned’ Judges 
retired for about a quarter of an hour ; and on their 
return, Lord Mansfield faid, the cafe had beeg 
argued with great ability, but Mr Johnftone’s “coun. 
fel were entitled to reply. Mr Scott declined ea. 
tering upon a replication to Mr Ejvikines; and the 
Court fignified that they fhould make their report to 
the Lord Chancellor, {tating their reafons why the 
judgment of the Court of Exchequer in favour of 
Captain Sutton ought to be revesfed. .The Court 
then broke up. 

Laft night a number of conftables attended in the 
environs of Piccadilly in confequence of a feditious 
paper, fuppofed to be written by a notorious reftlefs 
fpirit of high rank, purporting that a copy of the 
late commercial treaty with France would be burng 
before the houfe of the French Ambaffador, in order 
to execrate the meafure. No unwarrantable pros 


ceeding, however, took place, probably from the au« 


thor of the libel and his adherents having difcovered 
that proper methods had been taken to apprehend 
them. 

We read in one of the German papers, ‘that Dake 
Louis of Brunfwick has publifhed an ample detail 
of al] that occurred whilit he was in the fervice of 
the States General, to which he has added a juftifi- 
cation of his own condua. ‘The names of all the 
perfons who had any part in the event contained in 
the above pieces are mentioned at full length. 

A circumftance has lately happened at Naples 
which makes a great noife on the Continent: —Aa 
eminent phyfician in that*metropolis, one evening 


called up all his domeftics, and informed them he 


had provided for them ail in his will; after which 
he took his laft farewell, telling them, that though 
he felt himfelf in as good a {tate of health as he could 
with, he was certain that the next morning, precife- 
ly at ten o’clock, an apopledtic {trake would oceafion 
his diffolutton, which the event verified in every 
particular. 

About the time when Afurphy fo fuccefsfully 
attacked the fluge-//ruck heroes, in his pleafant faree 
of the Apprentice, an em'nent poulterer went to a 
fpouting club in fearch of his apprentice, whom he
